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Kahn NAZIS SEEK CONTROL OF SLOVAKIAN-AMERICAN PRESS

Schuman Government Agent from Slovakia Attempts 
\ to Bully and Bribe U. S. Groups

The Hour learns that within the last few weeks the Nazi Gov- 
ernment has attempted to purchase one of the largest Slovak newspapers 
in the United States, in order to promote Hitlerite propaganda among 
Slovak-Americans. The name of the paper is New Yorksky Dennik. It is 
edited and published at 435 East 86th Street, New York City, and has 
an estimated circulation of 20,000. 


The negotiations for the purchase were carried on by Konsta 
Culen, Vice-Minister of Propaganda in the puppet Nazi government in 
Slovakia. Culen, who was visiting in the United States incognito, ap- 
proached Mre Andrew J. Valushek, publisher of New Yorksky Dennik, and 
offered either to buy his publication outright or to pay for the con- 
trol of its editorial policy. When the publisher failed to evidence 
enthusiasm, Culen said that the amount of money involved was of no con= 
cern to his superiors, that his assignment was to secure the paper at 
any cost. Mre Valushek, however, was not persuaded; and Culen, before 
departing from the newspaper offices, threatened that reprisals would 
be made against relatives’of the publisher who are still in Slovakia. 
According to Mr. Valushek, his aged mother has since been arrested. 


Other Slovakian-Americans received the attention of Konsta 
Culen before he returned to his country. The Nazi agent, who had been 
delegated to win Slovakian-Americans to Hitler's cause, harassed lead- 
ers and societies, openly offering both bribes and threats. 


: It is not difficult to understand why the Nazis should be 
sending répresentativés like Culen to this country. There are in Amer- 
ica 1,500,000 Slovaks, almost half the population of the existing Slo- 
vakian state. The fact that the great majority of Slovak-Americans are 
pro=democratic and therefore strongly opposed to the present regime in 
Slovakia is a source of considerable irritation to the Nazis, They have 
therefore undertaken a campaign to "remedy" the situation.

"The Talmad Unmasked" is the title of a book, recently 
published by Colonel E. N. Sanctuary, which every cour- 
ageous American should study, own and loan. 


Increasing interest is being manifested in the myster- 
ious codé of international Jewry == comprising a set of 
63 books, known as the Talmud. Efforts have been made 
to keep it out of Christian hands.
